His Panegy ricks 
are full cfjucb naufeous flattery, that they are Libels ; and he 
js now lecomefo infamous , that his Libets mil bt thought Pa- 
oegyrides, 

His frqflitutcd ' Mufe will become as common for hire; as bis 
Miflrefi Reyefia was » upon- whom kefpektfo many hundred 
founds^ and of whom (to (hew his confiancv. in Larue) he got 
three Claps, andjhewas a Bawd Let all his otm Romantick 
giayesjhewfo true andfo Heroiik a Lover, Ton 
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Tou tchq would x know him belter, go to the Coffee-ho:*/? jvher* 
be may be faid almoft to inhabit) and you (hall fad' him hold* 
ing forth to half afcore young fellows ,' (who clap him en eh* 
}ack,fpitin his mouth, and loo him on upon the Whiggs, as they 
call 'em) .puft up j and fuelling with their prat fe : and the great 
Suhjcft of his Difcourfe fhall be of bhnjelf and his Poetry ; 
WjwtViet he ufesfor Epick>wh*t for Comiek ; what ccurfe he 
is in for LibeJ, aftd What for Tragedy. 

He has never been converfant in any Science but Poetry \ 
Philofophy, of all forts, he has anaverfionto , h ay ingno ra- 
tional or argumentative head; but, if he beanythinghe is a 
meerPoet: and from fuch an Animal, libera nos,^ from a 
man of one bufinejs, as the Italian Proverb fays.

/r^w)hev'er was there pradtifed iuch a notorious piece of

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midablc Cripple. TheunpunijUd audacioufnefs of 'this front- 
Jefs Scribkr .would be a reproach to any Government ; and there- 
fore no wan can think him too hardly dealt with in the following 
Medal ; efpecially.fxnce he knows, and fo do all his old acquain- 
tance, that thece is not an untrue wordfpoken of him. 

There is notfo vile an employment* as that of a Hired-JJleU 
{er t an Executioner, of rnenr v Reputations T- the Hangman is an 
Office* of greater Dignity/ Were all which jour Poet fays* of 
ihis great Fe^r trite, yet theLiheller ought to be whipt out of 
a Count fey for. his Infolence ; . but what does he deferve , when 
hc-Jtimfelf knows every word, of it tobe falfe ! and fcarce- a

£>egs Bones'; as he is afterwards in his bungling Simile', 'about 
the feign dAffcchtion.

The Law provides * that in capital Cafes , a man jhall not be
